WASHISOTON, Sept. 19 —Acting Commis- 


sioner Stone, ia forwarding to the Secre- 
tary ol the Interior Ins annual report, 
states that u covers the doings of the Gen- 
eral Land Office for eleven months under 
the administration of bis predecessor, and 
only one month after big own management 
This gives 
the present Administration 


practically bat one montU in the consider- 
ation of land matters in the last fiscal year. 
Commissioner Stona asserts that the re- 
turns from 107 local land officeo and the 
seteral public land offices of t!ie States r.ncl 
Territories have been met by no corres- 
ponding increase of clerical force by Con- 
gress, and that the prevalence in the office 
of mistaken practices has had the effect of 
obstructing 
rather than facilitating the 


proper transaction of business 
On inves- 


tigating tbe conditions of the office the act- 
ing Commisiooer found npon assuming the 
duties of his office, tn.it toe methods of the 
last Administration bad not in iny way ex 
pedited buBicees, a d ihnt there had been 
fcn uicooiolatton uud luixease over former 
Adintuis ration* which was due to Sparki' 
order of April 3, 1385, suspending action 
on all tiu-bor, denert land and pre-emption 
emries up to that date.

IBBKQULAE ACCOUNTS. 


The Acting Commissioner also deems it 


hii doty "to invite attention to certain al- 
lowances made to deputy surveyors by the 
First Comptroller of the Treasury in 1888- 
87, which be says were grossly irregular 
and a palpable usurpation of the powers 
and duties specially belonging to the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office." 
These allowances of which complaint is 
made relate to certain contrasts in Califor- 
nia entered into with deputy surveyors at 
different times from 1872 to 1884 inclusive, 
under what is known at the "deposit BJS- 
tem." After qnoting the Acts of Congress 
authorizing the system and explaining tbe 
regulations covering the same, the Acting 
CommUsioner defines the duties of his 
office in relation to a settlement of the 
same and upbraids the First Comptroller 
lor intermeddling. He then says tbe Com- 
missioner onlj has authority to audit and 


settle all public land aocoints, but the 
First Comptroller s&w fit to evade tbe stat- 
utes and overrule the express provisions of 
tbe statutes and orgamo act establishing 
tbe Land Office. 
"It is true that tbe law 


provides that the decision of tbe Comp- 
troller in matters of accounts shall be bind- 
ing open the Executive departments, but 
as I understand it, that refers only to 
vouchers and accounts presented for such 
action and not to accounts long since set- 
tled and concluded."

The Smoker's Best Plea. 


The experiments of V. Tassinari will rejoice 


the hearts of many smokers. Ho cemented 
together by their wide mouths two glass fun- 
nels so as to form a cigar holder, with a large 
chamber in the middle. In this chamber was 
impended from a loop of platinum a small 
piece of linen. At one end of this cigar holder 
was a plug of cotton wool, acting as a smoke 
filter. A cigar was placed in the other end, 
lighted and smoked secundutn artem, tbe 
mouth of the smoker being attached to tbe 
filtering end. By this arrangement the piece 
of linen was surrounded by a dense cloud of 
tobacco smoke. 


At the end of half an hour, during which 


three and a half to four grammes (about one- 
eighth of an ounce) of tobacco was smoked, 
the chamber was opened apd the linen al- 
lowed to fall into a test tube containing fluid 
gelatine in which were planted colonies of 
seven varieties of pathogenic microbia, In- 
cluding those ot cholera, anthrax (chicken 
cholera) and pneumonia. In every instance 
there was a marked delay in the development 
of these colonies as compared with what oc- 
curred in similar test tubes charged with the 
same, but not exposed to tobacco smoke, the 
development of some was entirely prevented 
by the tobacco smoke.—Gentleman's Maga- 


A Fenny In tbe Slot. 


A correspondent of The New Orleans Medi- 


cal and Surgical Reporter says that petro- 
leum oil is almost universally used by the 
artisan and poorer classes in London as an 
illuminant, and the number of accidents 
which occur yearly with these lamps is very 
large. Mr R, W Brownhill has in vented an 
ingenious prepaying gas meter based on the 
principle of the cigar, coffee and other auto- 
matic supply stands to be seen in every rail- 
way station in London. It consists of a small 
attachment, which can be applied to any 
meter, and which will cause the gas to be de- 
livered ui definite quantities as paid for by 
pence dropped into a box. All that has to be 
done- is to drop a penny and pull a small 
handle, when sufficient gas for the supply of 
an ordinary burner for six hours will be de- 
livered from the meter 
Any number of 


pennies may be placed in the box, one at a 
time, up to 143, the handle being pulled after 
each penny, which wov'd, insure 653 hours' 
gas to one burner, or a shorter supply to 
several.—Science. 


A. Hone with Elcbt Tctt. 


James McCloud, of Lodi, owns a horse on 


his Dakota farm which has eight feot It ia 
perfectly formed in all respects, except that 
it has eight feet Not until the pasterns or 
fetlock joint is reached in the descant from 
the shoulder to the foot, is there any appar- 
ent difference between this horso and any 
other. But at the pastern joint, or lower end 
of the shin bone, tho branch begins, and two 
perfectly formed feet are found on each of 
the four legs. The horse runs on the range 
the same and as fast as most of them, and all 
eight feet are sbod, or may be if desired. Mo- 
Cloud has refused $2,500 for a half interest in 
the curiosity, but he wants $5,000 outright 
for the whole finimnl.—Madison Journal.

Inali race* noted above, five or more paid up 
entries required to fill and three or more hone* to 
start, hut the Board reserves tbe right to hold en- 
tries and start a race with a leu number and de- 
duct a proportionate amount of the. puce.

For a walk-over*in any race a hone shall be en- 


titled only to hi* own entrance fee and one-half of 
the entrance received from tbe other entries for 
said pnrse, and a bone winning a race entitled to 
first money only, except when distancing tbe field, 
then entitled to first and third money* only. A 
hone win* but one money under any other cir- 
cumstances
